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This cumulative index marks the successful publication of Annals of Tour- 
ism Research for three decades. Beginning in 1973 with 7 issues in the first 
volume and 5 issues in Volumes 2-5, Annals has followed the tradition of 
most academic journals as a quarterly publication since Volume 6 in 1979. 
To date, it has published 128 issues, including 27 special issues, addressing 
a broad spectrum of the multidisciplinary field of tourism social science. 
The journal is now well on its way to realizing its stated mission of 
“developing theoretical constructs, inviting multidisciplinary offerings, 
serving as forums, and expanding the frontiers of knowledge.” 

The following comprehensive subject index reflects the growing and 
maturing field of tourism research as published in Annals. It has a twofold 
purpose: to map the paths of knowledge creation and to facilitate the 
processes of research dissemination for the scholarly community of tour- 
ism and social sciences in general. This cumulative work could not be 
accomplished without the prior efforts of many colleagues. The present 
version is built upon the previous frameworks and contributions by Nelson 
Graburn and Steve Illum (Annals Index Volumes 1-10 in 1983); Valene 
Smith and Carol Cameron (Annals Index Volumes 1-15 in 1988); and 
Margaret Swain, Veronica Long, Maryann Brent, Christine Clements and 
Inhoan Jung (Annals Anniversary Index Volumes 1-25 in 1998). Volume 
indices from 1999 threugh 2003 were subsequently incorporated into the 
25th anniversary cumulative list to create the 30 year index. The Volume 
2002 index originally prepared by the publisher was redone to better fit 
with the established framework. 

The principle of parsimony is generally observed while introducing new 
headwords or subheadwords into the master index list. Nevertheless, 
additions were made to mirror the subjects and contents in the changing 
field of tourism research published in the last two volumes of Annals. The 
journal has witnessed applications and experiments using new methods 
and techniques in this period (with 14 new subheadwords added under 
Methodology), which reflects further sophistication in tourism. In 
addition, there is an expansion of geographical coverage, with 3 countries 
and 6 national regions included in the subject index. As well, tourism has 
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remained popular themes of conferences and/or seminars (4 additional 
subheadwords), with more organizations and associations (7 additional 
subheadwords) involved in facilitating research. Unfortunately, with the 
passage of time, the field has also lost important contributors, as can be 
seen in indexed obituaries. 

Essential additions of headwords and subheadwords from volumes 29 
and 30 are: Attraction, marker; Community, stewardship; Cultural, land- 
scape; Destination, benchmarking; Development, indicator; Ecological, 
biodiversity, ecolabelling; Economics, trade liberalization; Ghost tourism; 
Heritage, city, colonial; Image, construct; Impacts, on tourist; Inter- 
national tourism, outbound; Labor, mobility; Leisure, constraints, involve- 
ment; Literature, encyclopedia; Management, concession, crisis; Market- 
ing, relationship; Model, community support, SERVQUAL, tourism-leisure 
continuum; Psychology, subjective norm; Resources, assessment; Social, 
control, movement; Theory, personal construct; Vacation, behavior, his- 
tory of; and War, battlefield. Taken together, the index has covered all 
articles, research notes and reports, book reviews, and rejoinders and com- 
mentary that have so far appeared in Annals. Simple listings appearing 
under Publication Titles and Calendars are not included. 

The index has maintained all the user-friendly features and functions 
of its predecessors. An important feature is that many headwords in the 
subject index have subdivided entries or subheadwords. Viewed together 
with its cross-reference features, this indicates an increasing expansion, 
cross-fertilization, and internal division of tourism knowledge around 
major themes or subjects. Notable to the readers in this regard, for 
example, is the internal subdivision and cross-fertilization of headwords 
such as methodology, model, theory, case study, comparative study, multi- 
disciplinary approach, and tourism, study of, which can be (or should be) 
seen as a reflection of Annals commitment to theoretical construction 
and methodological sophistication in this field. With these features in 
mind, readers should be able to trace the paths of Annals by topics, 
themes, and places, as well as authors. 

In general, these two subject and author indices are expected to serve 
as a search engine and a useful guide in surfing the web of tourism knowl- 
edge that Annals has been so dedicatedly weaving for its first 30 years. In 
its Introduction, the Encyclopedia of Tourism (Routledge, published in 2000) 
cited a Chinese proverb: “A journey of a thousand miles begins with a 
single step.” In analogy, let the cumulative indices included in this issue 
be the record of these early steps of Annals in its journey towards the 
scientification of tourism: a process to which 1,512 worldwide authors have 
made 2,885 contributions in total, as the cumulative Author Index 
clearly demonstrates. 

One would wonder how many libraries or individuals in the world can 
claim to have all the back issues of Annals in one place. Perhaps this mat- 
ters to those who enjoy placing the complete set on their bookshelves and 
easily pulling out an issue for a quick re-read or reference. For the rest, 
all back issues are only one click away through the Internet. As to the 
cumulative indices contained in this issue of Annals, Pergamon Press will 
soon make them available to everyone on the website of

Page number indicates the beginning of a topical article or a topical 
discussion within an indexed article. 

Special issues are listed by volume number and issue number in bold:

A closed/inclusive cross-reference is linked to the headword under 
which all references to the topic are listed: example, Aboriginal (see 
Indigenous).
